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SASKATCHEWAN  S  LIVE  STOCK  DISTRIBUTION  POLICY. 

On  nccoiiM  of  tlu-  evid.nt  dt'siro  on  the  part  of  Saskatclu'wnD 
farmers  to  ol.tain  ifootl  brei-diiiK  stoi-k  and  also  on  aci-ouat  of  the 
iliftie-  ltit'8  nttcndiiiK  this  luwediiro,  mu-h  as  the  hick  of  capital  and 
a  Bcart'ity  of  suitable  animals  in  their  own  neighbourhood,  the  (Jovern- 
ment  of  Saskatehewan  has  fornndated  a  live  stoek  distrdtution  policy 
under  the  provisions  of  The  Live  Stoek  Purehase  ainl  Sale  Aet.  wlu-r-by 
bona  fide  Saskatehewan  farmers  may  purchase  stoek  at  actual  cost  on 
part  cash  and  part  credit  terms.  Under  tins  policy  applicants  will  be 
supplied  with  a  certain  number  of  animals  upon  payment  in  cash  of 
a  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  animals  and  compliance  with  certain  con- 
ditions which  will  he  explained  later.  The  Live  Stock  Purchase  and 
Sale  Act  was  passed  in  December,  1913,  providing  for  an  expenditure 
of  half  a  million  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  aifling  the  development 
of  the  live  stock  industry  in  Saskatcliewan  by  purchasing  or  breeding 
suitable  live  stoek  for  sale  to  farmers.  A  new  pamphlet  giving  tuU 
particulars  in  this  connection  can  be  obtained  by  applying  to  the  Live 
Stock  Commissioner,  Regina. 

Appijcants. 

Applicants  wishing  to  avail  themselves  of  credit  must  be  bona  fide 
Saskatchewan  farmers  and  members  of  some  farmers  organisation  such 

(a)  A  local  grain  growers'  association,  or 

(b)  An  agricultural  society,  or 

e)  A  shareholder  or  patron  of  a  government  operate*!   cream 

ery,  or 
(d)  A  shareholder  of  a  live  stock  improvement,  or  marketing 
association,  organised  and  incorporated  under  The  Agricul- 
tural Co-operative  Association  Act. 

All  applications  for  stock  on  part  credit  terms  must  be  approved 
of  and  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  organisation  of 
which  the  applicant  is  a  member,  recommending  him  as  a  suitable 
person  to  whom  to  supply  stock.  Application  forms  are  supplied  by 
the  Live  Stock  Branch  and  must  be  sent  to  the  department  accom- 
panied by  the  necessary  cash  deposit  before  the  order  can  finally  be 
acaepted. 

Classes  op  Stock  Supplied. 

Under  the  different  options  made  possible  by  The  Live  Stock 
Purchase  and  Sale  Act,  pure  bred  males  and  high  grade  females  of 
cattle,  sheep  and  swine  will  be  supplied.  Animals  of  any  recognised 
breeds  suitable  for  the  West  of  the  above  classes  of  stock  are  handled 
by  the  department.  The  Live  Stock  Commissioner  does  not  keep  a 
supply  of  stock  on  hand  and  orders  are  filled  as  received.  In  the  cpoe 
of  cattle  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  insist  on  carload  shipments 
only,  being  made  inio  any  one  district,  as  high  local  freight  rates  and 
attendant's  charges,  when  the  distance  is  over  one  hundred  miles,  make 
the  price  of  single  animals,  or  less  than  carload  shipments,  prohibitive. 
Hence  neighbours  should  co-operate  and  send  in  sufficient  orders  to 
make  up  a  ear,  consisting,  in  the  case  of  milk  cows  from  16  to  18  head, 
or  in  the  case  of  heifers,  from  25  to  35  head,  dei^ending  on  size  and 
age.     Unless  otherwise  requested  in  the  application,  animals  supplied

Milch  Cows. 

After  repeated  vain  efforts  to  try  and  procure  milking  cows  in 
the  West,  it  was  decided  to  import  this  class  of  stock  from  Eastern 
Canada  and  representatives  of  the  Live  Stock  Branch  who  are  exper- 
ienced cattlemen,  have  done  the  purcliasing  since  the  plan  of  selling 
stock  on  credit  was  introduced  a  few  years  ago.  Due  to  the  high  prices 
which  are  prevailing  in  Ontario  and  Quebec,  however,  buying  is  now 
almost  impossible  and  in  future  more  of  the  young  western  bred 
females  will  be  supplied  and  the  purchase  and  sale  of  mdch  cows 
restricted  as  far  as  possible  to  creamery  districts  where  increased  pro- 
duction is  urgcntlv  necessary.  The  average  price  of  mature  dairy 
cows  heavy  in  calf,  delivered  at  the  purchasers  nearest  station,  ad- 
vanced from  $90.00  in  1913  to  about  $110.00  in  1916,  due  to  the 
increase  in  the  price  of  dairy  products  and  beef.

The  very  material  increase  in  tne  number  of  sheep  supplied  during 
1915  and  1916  was  no  doubt  due  to  tlie  fact  that  there  is  an  excellent 
market  for  botli  wool  and  nuitton  at  the  present  tune  which  makes 
the  raising  of  sheep  a  lucrative  business  and  influences  farmers  in  all 
parts  of  Saskateiiewan  to  start  with  small  flocks.  The  5,200  sheep 
were  supplied  mostly  in  lots  of  from  20  to  100  and  were  scattered  over 
the  whole  province. 

Summary  of  Results. 

There  have  been  distributed  to  date,  since  the  coming  into  force 
of  the  Act  in  1913,  1800  pure  bred  and  high  grade  cattle  and  over  5200 
sheep  to  more  than  700  farmers  in,  all  parts  of  Saskatchewan  at  an 
approximate  cost  of  $225,000.00.  The  steady  increase  m  the  number 
of  applications  received  is  a  fair  indication  of  the  appreciation  accorded 
this  scheme  by  Saskatchewan  farmers. 

The  live  stock  distribution  work  carried  on  by  the  Saskatchewan 
Department  of  Agriculture,  must  be  considered  to  be  only  a  beginning. 
By  carrying  on  this  work  in  increased  measure  from  year  to  year  great 
benefits "^a re  certain  to  accruo,  and  the  action  of  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment in  promulgating  this  scneme  of  selling  live  stock  on  part  cash 
and  part  credit  terms,  -hich  is  the  first  governmental  undertaking  of 
its  kind  in  the  Dominion,  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  It  is  a  worthy 
efTort  to  increase  production,  to  encourage  diversified  farming,  to  make 
for  a  more  permanent  svstem  of  agriculture  and  thus  to  insure  pros- 
perity to  the  p'  iples  of  Saskatchewan  in  the  years  which  are  to  come 


CO-OPERATIVE  CREAMERIES  IN  SASKATCHEWAN. 

The  oldest  co-operative  movement  among  the  farmers  of  Saskat- 
chewan for  the  marketing  of  farm  products  is  that  of  co-operative 
dairvin"  This  movem.nt  was  started  in  the  early  nineties  but  very 
little  was  accomplished  until  after  the  establislnnent  of  the  Provincial 
Government.  The  growth  and  development  of  dairying  m  Saskatche- 
wan since  the  province  was  created,  however,  has  probably  been  more 
marked  than  that  in  any  other  i)rovince  for  any  similar  period. 

Dairving  in  Saskatchewan  ten  years  ago  was  in  its  infancy  and  it 
was  indeed  a  very  weak  infancy.  A  number  of  creameries  had  been 
established  some  years  earlier  but  for  various  reason.s  the  majority  of 
these  had  not  been  operated  successfully.

At  these  meetings  the  most  approved  methods  and  equipmenU 
are  described  and  demonstrated,  the  various  types  and  breeds  of  cattle 
discussed  and  the  advantages  of  co-operative  effort  outlined.  And 
while  the  actual  results  of  such  work  cannot  be  tabulated,  the  efferts 
of  practical  addresses  and  demonstrations  given  before  meetings  aggre- 
gating nearly  24,000  pleople,  cannot  but  be  beneficial  and  far  reaching. 
Dairying  topics  have  also  been  discussed  at  many  other  agricultural 
meetings  of  which  no  record  is  given  here.  In  addition  to  these  meet- 
ings many  personal  visits  are  made  to  dairy  farms  each  season  by 
representatives  of  the  department,  bulletins  are  distributed  and  a 
general  educational  and  instructional  campaign  earned  on  resulting 
in  a  largely  increased  output  of  dairy  products  and  what  is  equally 
important  a  very  great  improvement  in  their  quality. 

Assistance  to  Co-opekative  Creamery  Movement. 

The  chief  feature  of  the  Government's  policy  has  been  the  assist- 
ance given  to  the  co-operative  creamery  movement  both  in  the  establish- 
ment of  new  creameries  and  more  particularly  in  their  operation  and 
the  marketing  of  the  product. 

Establishment  of  Creameries. 

In  the  establishment  of  new  co-operative  creameries  the  govern- 
ment assists  the  companies  in  this  selection  of  a  suitable  site ;  complete 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  most  approved  type  of  creamery  build- 
ings are  supplied  free,  expert  advice  is  given  regarding  the  machinery 
and  equipment  necessary  and  in  the  purchasing  of  this  equipment. 
The  services  of  a 'competent  man  to  superintend  and  assist  with  the 
installing  of  the  machinery  are  also  available  free  of  charge.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  assistance  with  the  practical  work,  loans  of  an  amount 
equal  to  the  approximate  cost  of  all  machinery  and  equipment  are 
granted  on  verv  favorable  terms  as  regards  rates  of  interest  and  repay- 
ment of  principal  to  companies  complying  with  the  requirements  of 
"The  Dairymen's  Act". 

Government  Operation  of  Creameries. 

The  government  has  never  built  or  owned  any  creameries  but 
provision  was  made  at  the  request  of  the  co-operative  creamery  com- 
panies for  their  operation  by  the  Saskatchewan  Dairy  Branch.  On 
the  execution  of  agreements  for  operation  the  government  assumes  the 
entire  management  of  the  creamery.    This  includes  engaging  a  manager

a  very  wide  territory  to  get  a  sufficiently  large  volume  of  business  to 
manufacture  at  all  economically  and  had  not  the  express  charges  and 
a  considerable  portion  of  the  other  operating  expenses  been  borne  in 
the  early  days  by  the  government,  very  few  of  the  co-operative  com- 
panies-would have  been  able  to  i)ull  through  the  years  when  all  dairy- 
ing effort  was  pioneer  work.  It  is  probable  that  had  the  government 
not  taken  control  of  the  work  a  much  greater  number  of  creameries 
would  have  been  started  and  instead  of  the  present  strong  successful 
orgiiiiizations  being  developed,  many  small  concerns  would  have  been 
established,  and  while  some  would  have  prown  successful,  numerous 
additional  failures  would  have  resulted,  each  of  which  means  a  serious 
set  back  to  the  industry. 

"Winter  Dairyixg. 

For  some  years  previous  to  1906  when  the  work  of  superintending 
the  dairy  interests  of  Saskatchewan  was  taken  over  by  the  Provincial 
Department  of  Agriculture  very  little  winter  dairying  had  been  done. 
The  value  of  this  branch  of  dairying  and  the  splendid  field  for  opera- 
tion in  the  province  were  fully  realised  by  the  Dairy  Commissioner 
and  having  abundant  faith  in  Saskatchewan's  possibilities,  a  part  of 
the  policy  of  the  Dairy  Branch  has  been  the  encouragement  of  winter 
production. 

Winter  operation  of  creameries  by  the  government  was  first 
undertaken  in  the  season  of  1907-08.'  That  season  only  one  creamery 
was  operated  ;  cream  was  supplied  by  113  patrons  and  a  total  of  21,558 
pounds  o'  itter  were  manufactured,  the  average  selling  price  of 
which  was  -S"  348  cents  per  pound  or  a  gross  return  for  the  winter's 
operations  of  $6,017.16.  These  results  were  so  satisfactory  that  winter 
operations  have  been  continued  and  extended  each  year  since.  The 
following  table  shows  in  concise  form  the  increase  in  output  of  co- 
operative creameries  for  the  winter  months  from  1907  up  to  1916 :

That  the  provision  of  a  winter  market  for  cream  is  appreciated 
by  the  dairymen  of  the  province  is  amply  demonstrated  by  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  patrons  and  the  output  of  the  creameries  as  shown 
in  the  above  figures.  ■  The  increase  in  winter  output  has  been  even 
more  marked  than  that  for  the  summer  season,  the  winter  of  1915-16 
showing  an  incre.sse  of  95.5  per  cent,  over  the  six  winter  months  nf 
the  previous  creamery  year.

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.•ucy."  Tlie  delivery  of  the  better  qualities  of  cream  involves  addi- 
tional work  on  the  part  of  the  dairymen  and  accordingly  higher  prices 
are  paid  for  these  grades.  The  price  for  extra  No.  1  is  three  cents  per 
pound  of  butter  fat  above  No.  1,  and  for  No.  1  the  price  is  two  cents 
above  number  two.  This  means  a  premium  of  five  cents  per  pound  to 
the  man  delivering  the  best  grade  over  the  man  who  delivers  number 
second  or  third  grade  cream.  These  three  grades  with  the  relative  differ- 
ences  in  price  have  been  continued  throughout  the  whole  twelve  mouths 
.•ach  year  since.  In  some  few  cases  objection  was  raised  to  the  adoption 
of  these  grades  on  the  ground  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  deliver 
extra  No.  1  or  sweet  cream.  This  argument,  however,  proved  groundless 
as  during  the  summer  season  of  1914.  or  the  first  six  montlis  the  three 
grades  were  in  use,  from  a  total  of  1,004,645  pounds  of  butter  fal 
received  281,815  pounds  or  28.05  per  cent,  was  from  cream  grading 
.•xtra  No  1  This  being  tlie  first  season  a  speeial  sweet  ereara  grade 
had  olitaincd,  the  above  showing  was  very  satisfactory  and  the  follow- 
ing summer  manv  farmers  having  put  up  ice  or  made  other  provisions 
for  holding  their'cream  at  a  low  temperature  a  much  larger  percentage 
nf  the  cream  deliveries  graded  Extra  No.  1. 

The  total  amount  of  butter  fat  from  each  of  the  three  grades 
received  at  the  different  co-operative  creameries  for  the  twelve  months 
-Miding  October  30,  1915,  is  shown  in  the  following  table  and  indicates 
a  great  improvement  over  the  previous  year:

The  above  summary  of  the  year's  total  receipts  over  the  province 
shows  the  following  percentages  of  the  different  grades.  Extra  No.  1 
48  3  per  cent.;  No  1,  47.9  per  cent.;  No.  2,  3.8  per  cent.  The  very 
marked  reduction  in  the  percentage  of  No.  2  cream  received  has  been 
the  outstanding  feature  of  the  work  each  year  since  the  grading  system 
was  adopted.  In  fact  the  system  of  paying  for  quality  has  proven  the 
best  educational  factor  ever  adopted  by  the  Dairy  Branch.  Every 
cream  cheque  sent  out  from  the  office  conveys  to  the  receiver  a  definite 
report  of  the  work  he  is  doing  and  the  additional  financial  returns 
have  proven  a  great  inspiration  to  Saskatchewan  dairymen  in  the 
improvement  of  quality.

Creamery  Butter  from  Saskatchewan  Makes  a  Hit 

While  creamery  butter  made  in  Saskatchewan  has  won  its  way  in 
Canadian  markets  "and  particularly  with  the  Pacific  Coast  trade  lU 
standinj;  in  other  markets  was  not  determined  until  1916  when  a  car- 
load shipment  from  the  three  prairie  [)rovinces  was  assembled  by  the 
Dairy  Commissioners  of  Manitoba,  Alberta  aiul  Saskatchewan  and 
shipped  by  the  Dairy  Commissioner  for  Saskatchewan  to  Manchester, 

England.  ,  „      *  *v. 

Jlessrs.  Geoige  Little.  Limited,  in  reporting  on  the  quality  ot  the 

shipment  said : 

"Qi'AiJTY.  in  reference  to  this  we  must  congratulate  you  on  alt 
butters.  They  are  certainly  the  finest  pared  of  goo<is  we  have  received 
from  Canada" and  if  the  three  provinces  maintain  this  quality  there  is 
no  doubt  but  what  your  butters  will  command  very  high  prices  in  the 
British  markets.  It  is  very  difficult  to  make  any  comparisons  as  com- 
mercially they  were  all  excellent." 

Tex  Years  of  Government  Supervision. 

The  season  of  1916  completed  the  tenth  year  of  Government  super- 
vision of  creameries  in  Saskatchewan.  In  these  ten  years  an  increase 
has  been  made  from  four  creameries  with  213  patrons  and  a  total 
output  of  66,246  pounds  of  butter  to  seventeen  creameries  with  9,208 
patrons  and  an  outi»ut  of  2,538,061  pounds  with  a  gross  value  of  $771,- 
092.36.  This  substantial  increase  proves  the  wisdom  of  the  policy 
adopted  at  the  commencement  of  the  work  and  the  fact  that  this  growth 
has  been  possible  in  ten  years  with  only  one  eighth  of  the  land  of  the 
province  under  cultivation  gives  a  suggestion  of  the  future  outlook  for 
co-operative  dairying  in  Saskatchewa'a. 

Thf  Fl  fURE  OF  The  Co-operative  Creameries. 

It  is  expected  that  in  the  near  future  all  the  co-operative  creameries 
in  Saskatchewan  will  be  organised  as  one  company  to  be  known  as  The 
Saskatchewan  Co-operative  Creameries,  Limited  The  representatives 
of  the  creameries  have  asked  the  Government  for  the  necessary  legisla- 
tion and  have  also  asked  that  Mr.  W.  A.  Wilson,  Dairy  Commissioner, 
who  has  directed  the  work  of  the  e- -operative  creameries  during  the 
past  ten  years  be  allowed  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  management 
of  the  proporicd  company.  The  outlook  for  the  new  company  is  exceed- 
ingly bright. 

Other  Creamery  Interests. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  Government's  policy  of  operating 
t)  Co-operative  Creameries  in  Saskatchewan  several  gentlemen  believ- 
ing that  an  opportunity  existed  for  developing  a  creamery  business  in 
which  to  employ  their  capital  have  started  creameries  for  the  money 
they  could  make  by  handling  milk  and  cream  and  products  made 
therefrom.  The  Government  not  only  offered  free  grading  and  mark-

The  followiiiK  extract  from  llie  1914  report  of  tlie  (lir.'dor.i  is  of 
interest  as  aii  iii.lieation  of  tlie  serviee  whieli  the  eompaiiy  is  rvridennp;. 
not  only  to  its  shareholders,  hut  to  every  fanner  in  the  province. 

"As  most  of  our  sharelioldeis,  know,  our  street  prices  last  year 
at  every  point  where  we  were  operating  were  at  least  two  cents  in  excess 
of  the  line  eomj>anieH'  olTicial  list  prices  all  the  time,  and  f.M-  a  period 
of  the  season  were  as  hijjh  as  three  cents  over  that  list.  This  fact, 
alone,  when  carefully  considered,  illustrates  the  value  of  the  company 
to  the  Saskatchewan  "farmer,  for  whether  that  farmer  markets  his  prain 
with  us  or  not,  he  receives  the  benefit  of  the  increased  price,  which  has 
been  brought  alout  throuKh  the  company's  efforts.  Not  only  did  that 
increased  price  applv  to  the  grain  which  was  handled  by  the  company 
but  also  to  all  the  grain  which  was  sold  to  our  competitors  at  any  point 
The  i)rofit  to  the  .whareiiolders  is  a  substantial  one,  but  it  pales  into 
iiisi<'nificanee  beside  the  great  amount  Oif  money  received  by  the  farmers 
of  this  province  in  excess  of  whr.t  they  would  have  received  but  tor  the 
efforts  of  this  company."

As  previously  stated,  to  build  up  the  live  stock  industry  of  the 
province  has  always  keen  the  aim  of  the  government,  but  of  late  years 
it  has  become  evident  that  unless  some  more  satisfactory  system  of 
marketing  stock  could  be  devised,  little  progress  woiihl  be  made.  Therr 
were  but  two  ways  in  whieh  a  farm-r  with  an  average  amount  of 
stock  could  dispose  of  his  surplus.  He  could  wait  until  a  butcher  or 
drover  came  around  to  his  farm  and  made  him  an  oiTer.  or  he  couM 
take  the  animals  to  the  nearest  town  and  accept  what  the  buyers  then' 
would  give.  Under  either  circumstance  he  was  at  a  decided  (lisadvati 
tage  as  the  buvers  in  addition  to  hi>ing  experts  in  determining  the 
relative  value  of  animals  kept  in  close  touch  with  the  outside  markets 
while  the  farmer  wa-^  fiv(|iirnt!y  l.-ss  fainiliar  with  values  outside  hi^ 

own  coiiiiniiiiity. 

To  overcome  these  ditTieiilti.'s  the  Co-.ipi  rative  Organisjition  Branch 
of  the  Di'i'iirliiieiit  of  .\griciilture  siurgesti-d  that  groups  of  f.-irmcrs 
should  coiiiliiiie  to  make  n\)  ear  load  lots  of  stock  and  forward  them 
under  the  supervision  of  a  comi)etent  manager  to  central  markets  where 
cotiipetitive  bidding  would  lie  assured.  A  bulletin  was  prepared  ami 
distributed  early  in  1914  (.iitlining  how  such  association  could  be  ope- 
rated. As  a  result  nine  Co-operative  Associations  took  up  this  line  of 
wfiik  in  1914.
